The Coffee County Commis- 
sioners met in special sessio! 
#onday and accepted the resig- 
nation of the County Enginee! 
effective that day rather thar 
February 28 as he had sub- 
mitted it last week. However 
before the meeting got under- 
way, there was askirmishovet 
the legality of the commissior 
taking any action when not ir 
a regular meeting or a meeting 
announced ten days in advance. 
Probate Judge James Sawyer 
read the law citing this andthen 
called in County Attorney Brack 
Rowe to voice the same opinion. 

Commissioner Flournoy 
Whitman then announced that he 
had retained Elba attorney, 
Gareth Lindsey to represent 
him in the matter. Whitman is 
the commissioner who had re- 
quested the special meeting in 
the first place. Lindsey ac- 
knowledged the law as read, but 
cited Supreme Court rulings 
that allowed the Commission to 
meet any time pertaining to 
roads or to take executive 
and/or legislative actions. 

After further reading of 

iws and conferring between at- 

torneys about “indicated dir- 
ectly or indirectly” when they 
didn’t want to get in a corner, 
the commission finally began 
deliberating the resignation of 
the county engineer and his 
assistant. 

Commissioner Flournoy 
Whitman made a motion that 
“O'Neal Ham. Coffee County 
Engineer, and Billy Joe Johns, 
Assistant Engineer, resigna- 
tion be effective today, Feb- 
ruary 3rd, at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon.” The motion was 
seconded by Commissioner 
‘Albert Dyess. 

In discussion, commis- 
sioners Don Smith and Bennie 
Beckham quoted Ham astelling 
them “his work and interest 
would be as great in the last 
28 days as before.” They both 
expressed confidence in him 
and his knowledge of the work. 

Commissioner O.V. Waters 
stated that in operating his 
private business “I have found

Commissioner Byron 
Galloway stated that “We have 
got to move on with county busi- 
ness now.”

After some discussion and 
questions of whether Jacobs 
would accept, the appointment 
was approved unanimously. The 
group then decided to talk with 
both Ham and Jacobs immedia- 
tely rather than waiting until 
another meeting the following 
day. 

While waiting for the two 
to arrive from New Brockton, 
the commission selected Smith 
to attend a civil defense meet- 
ing in Montgomery this week. 

When the two men arrived, 
Sawyer told Jacobs he was to 
be acting engineer, and told 
Ham he “was disappointed to 
receive his resignation, and 
further disappointed to see him 
go under the conditions set out 
by the commission.” 


Jacobs then asked if the 
commissioners “could turn this 
around and let them stay for 
the rest, of this month. We 
need bridge survey in this 
month. It is mandatory, and 
there is no way we cap get 
this with the engineering staff 
we have now.”

Drug Abuse Is Rising - - .will 


your child become an _-— addict? 
By Chief M. W. vohnston, Elba Police Department 


This is the 2nd article in a 13 part series. 

Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


HOW DOES A HEROIN ADDICT GET STARTED? 


When a youngster decides to experiment with marijuana, or 
the other popular drugs of abuse, it is usually the result of hear- 
ing about the supposed “benefits” of use. And, this holds true 
for the heroin starter. Most case studies indicate users often 
get their start at a party, orothergroup gathering, with an addict 
already thoroughly “hooked” offering and urging the non-user 
to just try it one time. “It can’t hurt you if you only skin- 
pop,” are famous last words. And, it is always easier to talk 
yourself into trying heroin if you've already been experimenting 
with other drugs. 


Skin-popping is by no means safe. Thisis injecting the heroin 
only under the skin, as opposed to “mainlining,” the latter being 
the injection of the drug directly into a vein. The skin-popper 
soon finds, as his body tolerance builds, that he does not get 
enqugh satisfaction from his “fix.” Soon he'll be mainlining 
with the veterans, and realize too late that he, like the fellow 
who talked him into it, is hooked. We'll cover more of the details 
of heroin later on in the series. Now, let's take a look at what 
makes a person allow himself to begin at all 


Every case history has its individual aspects, but they do 
form a pattern. Although a young person may be outwardly 
level headed, an inner feeling of inadequacy is often uncovered 
too late, after the use of the drug has started. This feeling 
frequently is traced to pressures to achieve better grades, 
applied both at school and at home; not being popular among 
peers, the inability to maintain good and satisfying relations 
with parents and other adults. Highonthe list is a lack of assign- 
ed responsibility in the home, thus leaving the youngster with 
a feeling of being left out and too much time to spend as he 
pleases. Evidently parents still aren't convinced that their 
children do not benefit from having no home responsibilities, 
and being left to do their own thing 


The answer to drug abuse points directly to strong parental 
guidance and influence, but this can only be accomplished if 
the parents have the true facts

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Electric Bills 
Confuse Many 
Citizens 


There has been a howl from 
the consumers of electric cur- 
rent in the city of Elba this 
week. The howls came after 
people started getting their 
first utility bills following the 
announced 38% rate increase 

Apparently the root of the 
problem is the FUEL ADJUST- 
MENT FACTOR. This is an 
amount added to eachand every 
bill each month Also, this 
amount varies every month. 
This figure could go up higher 
or if could go down or it could 
yo-yo up and down throughout 
the year 


Fuel Adjustment Factor has 
only become a problem since 
the energy crisis pushed the 
price of fuel sky high. When 
Elba residents received their 
last increase, this amounted 
to less than $200 a month and 
was not even considered when 
figuring the rates. However, 
it has steadily increased to 
the point that the next bill will 
probably include charges for 
over $10,000. The Water and 
Electric Board has been ab- 
sorbing this figure for several 
months and had reached the 
point that there wasn't money 
enough to pay normal operating 
expense and retire bonds as 
required by bondholders. 


Elba was charged a futl 
adjustment charge of $9,698.61 
in additione to the $37,191.29 
charge for 2,642,400 kilo- 
watts of electricity in Decem- 
ber, which is the last bill re- 
ceived from Alabama Electric 
Coop, a non-profit cooperative. 
The nine thousand-plus charge 
is the one that varies andisthe 
amount of additional money it 
cost for the co-op to buy coal 
and fuel oil to keep generators 
running when water power won't 
generate enough electricity for 
our demands. 

Elba power users were 

billed in the following manner: 
first the meters are read; then 
the rates are computed (refer 
to the letter received from 
Board Chairman for rate sche- 
dule); then the FUEL ADJUST- 
MENT charge is added. This 
month this charge is .004 per 
Kilowatt of electric power 
used. Next month it could be 
4-1/2 or 3-1/2); then a 4% 
State tax is added to the entire 
bill.as required by law. 

The 38% figure, however, is 
an average figure. Some clas- 
sifications will be higher and 
others will be lower. Commer- 
cial rates didn’t increase as 
much as some others, because 
they had been increased more 
than their fair share inthe past, 
according to experts. If ahome 
uses 1500 KWH the old charge 
was $22.57 plus tax; 38% in- 
crease would be $31.14, but 
actual rate is $30.10 plus fuel 
adjustment and 4% tax. 

Water and Electric Board 
Chairman Charles Hayes, City 
Clerk, Jack Prescott and the 
billing clerks have been busy 
all this week explaining this to 
puzzled power users and are 
very willing to do the same 
with others who care to ask 
for explanation, Hayes _ told 
this newspaper Tuesday.

REFRIGERATOR CLEANING 

Refrigerator interiors and 
parts are made of polystyrene 
plastics and metal. Polysty 
rene may be damaged by ble 
aches, steel wool or cleansing 
powders, but is easily washed 
with a soap or detergent so 
lution, 

First, empty the refri- 
gerator Remove crispers, 
meat keeper, shelves, egg con- 
tainers and any other parts and 
wash in a sinkful of detergent 

Clean the interior of the 
refrigerator with a sponge or 
cloth dipped in a solution of 
baking soda and warm water 
Remember to scrub the door 
gaskets with a sudsy sponge. 
Neglect will cause them to 
deteriorate, allowing warm air 
to enter and increasing elec- 
trical costs.

Our Very Special Person 
this week is a lovely lady, 
Mrs. Abbie Florence Sand- 
burg Swanson, rather a stran- 
ger toourtown, but witha very 
important tie to the commu- 
nity of Victoria, as Mrs. Swan- 
son has a daughter living 
there, Mrs. Eddie B. Jones 

‘“‘Miss Abbie,’’ to phy- 
Sically describe her to you, is 
a very pretty lady. She has 
such a pretty color of hair - 
Silver-white, hair which is 
still abundant and shiny. She 
has beautiful, naturally tanned 
skin (which I envy!) and which 
looks so smooth and firm. 
Really, I thought she was per- 
haps in her early 70's, but she 
is actually 82 years old! She 
surely doesn’t look it. 

But, to be more serious, 
Miss Abbie is not only a pretty 
lady outside, but, from talking 
with her, I found her to bea 
beautiful person inside, also! 
She is a very nice, friendly, 
gracious lady with a charming 
accent. 

As I said above, Mrs. 
Swanson has not been in Ala- 
bama long. She came to the 
Nursing Home January 15, 
1973, from her son’s home in 
Myrtle Beach, S. C. To go 
back even further, Mrs. Swan- 
son was born in Altona, Illi- 
nois, September 23, 1892. Al- 
tona is in Knox County, and, 
according to Mrs. Swanson, is 
about 160 miles south of Chi- 
cago. Her parents were Mr. 
and Mrs. Andrew Sandburg, 
both natives of Sweden, born 
near the city of Stockholm. 
They came over to America 
by boat. Her father worked 
with wood in Sweden, and when 
he came to America, he be- 
came a carpenter. Miss Abbie 
had four sisters and one bro- 
ther, none of whom is living 
today. 

Mrs. Jones, Mrs. Swan- 
son’s daughter, said her mo- 
ther and sisters and brother 
grew up speaking English and 
Swedish in their home. She 
said their mother (Mrs. Jones’ 
grandmother) didn’t speak 
English too well andthe child- 
ren would laugh at her good- 
naturedly and kid her about it. 
. Mrs. Swanson married Mr. 
William McKinley Swanson in 
1916. His father was from 
Sweden and his, mother was a 
mative of Denmark. -They 
moved to Morrison, Illinois, 
where they lived for 6 or 7 
years when they were first 
married, and later moved to 
Sterling, Ill. Mr. Swanson 
worked in a steel mill inSter- 
ling. 

They had seven children - 
Mrs. Dorothy (Eddie B.) 
Jones, who works at Ft 
Rucker in the Civilian Per- 
sonnel Office, and lives in 
Victoria, and has three child- 
ren; Mrs. Florence Engstrom, 
the mother of two children, 
‘who resides in East Moline, 
Ill., and works in the office of 
the Moline Public Hospital; 
William M. Swanson, Jr., 
(‘Bill’), the father of one 
child and who lives in Myrtle 
Beach, S. C., where he works 
in a large gift shop in Myrtle 
Beach, making jewelry from 
gold wire; Andrew, whodied at 
the age of 16; Jimmy, who was 
19 when he passed away. And- 
rew and Jimmy were both vic- 
tims of Muscular Dystrophy 
and both died in the year 
1947. They attended school 
until their deaths and Jimmy 
graduated from the 8th grade 
The other children are Mrs 
Ruth Castle, who works in the 
vffice of Wheaton Van Lines 
and lives in a suburb of Los 
Angeles and has two child- 
ren; and Harold Swanson, who 
lives in Haddon Heights, New 
Jersey, has four children, and 
is a salesman for the drying 
machines that are used intex- 
tile mills. 

Mr. Swanson is deceased. 
Miss Abbie has twelve grand- 
children and five great-grand- 


children 

Some of Mrs Jones’ 
memories of her mother are 
as follows: ‘I remember she 
was always real cheerful. She 
always use to sing around the 
héuse while doing her house- 
work.’’ Mrs. Jones said her 
mother sang Swedish songs to 
them as children and she said 
Mrs. Swanson used to fix a dish 
called Fruit Soup, made from 
dried fruit, such as prunes, 
raisins, apricots, to name a 
few of the ingredients,and she 
would put cinnamon sticks init 
to flavor it. Mrs. Jones said 
they lived 50 miles from a 
Swedish town, Rockford, 
where Miss Abbie purchased 
Swedish groceries. Another 
interesting fact of Miss 
Abbie’s past - Mrs. Jones said 
during WW II, she (Mrs. Swan- 
son) wrote regularly and fre- 
quently to her friends’ sons 
who were in the service. 

Some favorites of Miss 
Abbie’s are color - red; flo- 
wer - Aster; season -Sum- 
mer, ‘‘It isn’t too hot, and it 
isn’t too cold - just the right 
kind of weather -’'. Some fay- 
orite foods are ‘‘Ice cream, 
ANY flavor, potato salad and 
fried chicken.’ 

Hobbies of Miss Abbie’s -- 
“I liked to cook, to bake, 
work in the yard, crocheting 
and Swedish weaving.’" The 
latter she learned at the 
YWCA, Mrs. Jones said. She 
also said, ‘‘I played the piano 
a little bit.’’ 

Mrs. Swanson is a Metho- 
dist, and her church member- 
ship is with a Methodist 
Church in Murrell's Inlet, 
S.C., which is close to Myrtle 
Beach. : 

“Yes, I like the Nursing 
Home. The nurses are all 
good, very good. That’s.what 
makes it good. They'll do 
anything for me.’ And thisis 
a two-way street, because I'd 
like to quote Mrs. Jesse Don- 
aldson who said, ‘‘Mrs. Swan- 
son is one of the nicest resi- 
dents we have. She ALWAYS 
Says ‘Thank you’ to us, no 
matter how large or how small 
a thing we do for her. Dr. 
Crook is Miss Abbie’s doctor 

Miss Abbie has visited 
California three times, New 
York City and wintered in the 
southern part of Florida over 
the years 

Miss Abbie belonged tothe 
Rebekah Lodge and WW II 
Mothers. She was also a very 
active men.ber of her church 
and received a lifetime mem- 
bership in the WSCS, which is 
now called United Methodist 
Women

about a very sweet, interesting 
lady, Mrs. Abbie Swanson 
And, I know you'll agree with 
uS when we say we're very 
happy that Mrs. Swanson’s 
daughter married a _ south- 
erner and came down south to 
live; therefore making Mrs.

lhe Coffee County Commis- 
sion met Monday in a regularly 
scheduled meeting.

This is the 3rd article in a 13 part series. 
Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 


security about drug abuse. 


People have heard and read so much 


about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early 70's. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 


done about it. 


IS YOUR CHILD REALLY IN DANGER? 


Older adults seemingly like to think of someone on drugs 
as a person of weak character. This is an easy brush-off of 


the subject, 


hardly a true insight into the problem. If 


emotional and psychological weaknesses were the only reason 
for a turn to drug abuse, we surely would not have drug addicts 
numbering in the hundreds of thousands. 


When 


the possibility of your own children 


being endangered, one must give thought to a wide variety of 


potential 
importance.

For example, does either or both parents personally 


Parental example is of great 


rely on prescription drugs unnecessarily? Do the children see 
you taking a pill to wake you up and get you going in the morn- 


ing, another to keep you going during the day, and still another 
to put you to sleep at night? Do they see their parents reach 
for an alcoholic beverage the moment the day’s work is done, 
often commenting, “I sure needed that!” Does the drinking 
continue until each participant is relieved of the burdens of his 
day? (Alcohol, though legalized, is also a drug and probably 
the most generally misused by more people than any other.) 


Are your children allowed to manage their own time without 
taking part in home responsibilities? Are they exempt from 
household chores because it is easier to do the daily work about 
the home yourself than to put forth the effort to follow-through 
to see that the children doassignedtasks properly? Do you excuse 
failures to comply with your wishes and instructions because 
insistence on compliance causes momentary family discord? 
Do you “give” your children everything as opposed to making 
them learn to earn? 


There are, of course, many other contributing factors to 
drug abuse, but those mentioned here are high on the list of 
basics. Every case history shows the urgent need for strong 
parental guidance, for the child to be the child and the parents 
to administer their responsibilities in a confident and adult 
manner, while setting a good example by their own activities. 
Is YOUR child really in danger?
